—‘After long hours of fervent pray- 
er, light has at last come to me, The 
outlook is, 1 admit, dark, but we need 
not despair, for God, our great ally, 
has given into our hands the means 
of saving our empire from the dan- 
gers which are threatening its happi- 
ness and welfare.

The first 
power on earth, both in peace and 
war. That is, the peace which I have 
been ordered by God to conquer for 
her and which I will conquer for her 
with the help of'the Almighty.” 

The Emperor, according to this sec- 
ret report, then went on to unfold a 
scheme by which this end was to pe 
adcomplished, When sufficiently large 
Zeppelins were built, Hngland'’s North 
Sea, channel and Atlantic fleets would 
be destroyed. “After which nothing 

. on earth can prevent tne landing of 
our army on British soil and its tri- 
umphant march to London.” 

Fast steamers belonging to the 
Hamburg-American and North Ger- 
man lines would be relied upon for 
the transport of tne invading army. 
This war would be against Great Brit- 
ain and France, said the Kaiser, Rus- 
sia was suffering too much from the 
effects of her war with Japan to enter 
the conflict. 

The Emperor went on, to speak for 
the United States us a country where 
even now I rule supreme, where al- 
most half the population is either of 
German birth or German descent, and 
where three million German voters do 


My bidding at the presideatial elec-' 
tions. 


“Their country would next be 
taught a lesson. German power would 
be supreme in South America and 
South Africa, among other things, the 
German flag would ‘wave over the 
Holy, Shrine of Jerusalem.’ ” 

The program ends with the declar- 
ation: : 

“That accomplished, I shall unite 
all the people of the white race in a 
powerful alliance for the purpose of 
coping under German auspices, with 
the yellow peril, which igs becoming 
more formidable with every year.” 

Mr. Le Queux says he handed this 
report to the British government’ for

What Russian Minister Says in In- 
terview With a Paris 
Newspaper 
“The meeting cf the fnince min- 
isters of the Triple Entente was not 
merely to organize for an economic 
victory,” declared P. Bark, Russian 
minister of finance, in an interview 
with the Matin. “We must not be 
obliged some day after the war is 
ended,” he continued, “to pay a sort 
of indemnity to the Germans by 
leaving open to them a means of re- 
couping. and enriching themselves at 

our expense in our own markets, 

“Germany, having demolished the 
factories in Belgium, Poland and 
northern France, perhaps thinks to 
force us to buy from her goods we 
cannot make ourselves. Let her be 
quite sure our markets are closed to 
her forever.” 


MINE SWEEPING OFF PORTS 


Naval Service Warns Other Vessels 
to Keep Out of Harm's Way 
The possibility of German mines 
“being strewn off Canadian Atlantic or 
Pacific ports is indicated in an official 
warning issued by the naval service 
as to the operations of government 
mine sweepers. The notice says that 
“Government vessels are sometimes 
engaged in sweeping operations off 
ports in Canada. Whilst so engaged 
they work. in pairs, connected by a 
wire hawser. They show the follow- 

ing signals: 

“A black ball at the foremast head 
and a similar ball at the yardarm or 
where it can best be seen. For the 
ebm safety. all other vessels must 

eep out of the way of vessels flying 
this signal, and should remember that 
it is dangerous to pasg between the 
vessels of a pair.”

unique in history. He says: 

“Poland has nothing to do with the 
war, She has nm conquered and 
partitioned. She is-not one of the 
belligerent nations—yet a million 
and a half of her sons are fighting 
fratricidal battles in the armies of 
three different warring States. Our 
country is made the cockpit of the 
battles of Burope and is devastated 
from end to end, three-quarters of a 
million men bearing arms for Ger- 
many or Austria. 

“Think what, this means! When 
the order for a charge is. given 
hordes of soldiers rush or each other, 
When they get within striking dis- 
tance and commence cutting one an- 
other down they find the: language in 
which they are uttering their impre- 
cations is their common, natal 
tongue. It frequertly happens that 
when the Red Cross nurses go to éol- 
lect the wounded they lift from a 
heap one man in a German uniform, 
another in an Austrian and a third in 
a Russian—but all three of them 
Poles. . 

“The misery ig really very great in 
the .ingdom. Ih Poland alone there 
are 15,000 villages burned and thous- 
ands of chapels and churches dam- 
aged or destroyed. Nine out of Pol- 
and’s ten provinces have been occu- 
pied by Germans, who seized every- 
thing they found, even to peasants’ 
chickens. The homeless villagers 
sought shelter in the forests, where 
women and children are now dying of 
cold and hunger by the thousands 
daily. : 

“In the whole 100,000 square kilo- 
metres of territory in the possession 
of. German ang Austrian troops not 
one grain of corn, not a scrap of meat 
nor a drop of milk remained for the 
civil population. The material losses 
are estimated at one million roubles. 
Agriculture has been ruined and 
every industry destroyed. Four hun- 
dred thousand workers ‘have lost 
their means of livelihood. ’ 

“The state af affairs in Galicia is 
just as dreadful, too, for from the 
civil population there the Russians 
commandeered 900,000 horses and 
2,000,000 horned cattle, and seized all | 
the corn, leaving that once rich 
country as barren as a desert. More 
than 1,090,000 inhabitants sought re- 
ruge in” other ports ot Austria, in 
sheer destitution.

CONTRACTS WORTH 25 MILLIONS 


Endless Variety of Things Purchased ; 
by Militia Department 

In the past six ‘months the con- 
tracts department of the militia de- 
partment has bought supplies to the 
value of $18,500,000 for the Canadian 
forces, besides harness, saddlery, 
blankets, etc., for British and foreign 
governments to the value of $6,400,- 
000, The total number of contracts 
entered into is estimated at fully ten 
thousand. These are of the most 
varied character, including ordnance, 
hardware, small arms and ammuni- 
tion, hardware and cutlery, vehicles, 
blankets, clothing of all kinds, drugs 
and medicines, surgica] supplies, food 
for man and beast, saddlery and 
{leather goods of many kinds, brushes 
and broems, field glasses and practi- 
cally an endless variety of things 
necessary to fully equip ninety thous- 
and troops. 

The department in buying most of 
its cupplies has arranged for a re- 
serve of 100 per cent. in the more im- 
| portant items, down to 30 per cent. in, 
| Ottice items, as required by the war 
office.

Now Blessing, 


Australian Farmers Find Source of | 


Wealth in Their Myriad of 
Rabbits 

The rabbit has made great headway 
in the Australian district around 
Nimitybelle and trapping has become 
a@ profitable industry, so a Sydney 
newspaper reports. ‘One buyer alone, 
it seems, sent away more than a ton 
of skins each week all through last 
season. It has been decided to start 
freezing works at the place—that 
means carrying the surplus rabbit 
crop over in cold storage. The expor- 
tation of rabbit skins from Australia 
now exceeds in value $3,000,000 an- 
nually, according to the Sydney re 
port. 

Now this is astonishing informa- 
tion. The antipodes are to be congrat- 
ulated. For years we have been hear- 
ing about their pest of rabbits. Aus- 
tralians have long viewed with glooin 
the overrunning of their continent. 
What mosquitoes are to New Jersey, 
or prairie dogs to Kansas, or the 
gypsy moth to New England, rabbits 
are to Australia—that has been tae 
impression. 

It wag sixty years ago, or so, that 
an incautious gentleman of New 
South Wales obtaihed from fBurope. 
and turned loose in the colony, three 
pairs of rabbits.. As the population 
and wealth of Australia increasea, the 
rabbits increased, and more thar cor- 
respondingly. Until recently it had 
been a tremendous. problem how to 
check them—to say nothing of ex er- 
mination. They drove farmers from 
their lands, and have threatened such 
devastation as has not been known 


since the succession of plagues par-|stored-up food in the mother-kernel, 
alyzed Egypt.

No Separate Peace Pact 


Before Marne There Was Party in 
France That Nearly Sold its 
Country 
Certain French newspapers reprint, 
with the consent of the government 
censors, an article published in the 
Democarte de Delemont, stating that 
previous to the battle of the Marne 
a party existed in France which was 
ready to sign a peace, at the same 
time ceding to Germany the towns 
of Briey and Nancy, French Lorraine, 
the Island of Madagascar and _ the 
Protectorate of Morocco, as well as 
paying an indemnity. The article con- 

tinues: 

“General Joffre, the French com- 
mander in chief, President Raymond 
Poincaré and most of the cabinet 
ministers were opposed to the plan, 
but the situation became so tense as 
to necessitate the resignation of 
Adolphe Messimy as minister of war 
and the formation of a ministry of 
national defence, . 

“After the battle of Marne Ger- 
Many proposed peace through ex- 
Premier Joseph Caillaux, offering to 
give. up the provinces of Alsace and 
Lorraine, with the exception of 
Strassburg, receiving in exchange a 
small zone on the North Sea coast 
extending from Calais to Dunkirk, 
France, fh addition, was to acknow- 
lodge the anneRation of Belgium — by 
Germany, 

“The answer to this proposal was 
the signing of a convention by the 
allies to make no separate peace. Af- 
ter this M, Caillaux was appointed to 
an important position in the pay 
corps, but later was relieved of this 
post and sent on a mission to Brazil.”

To Assist Farmers of West 


Banks Will Send Them Circulars on 
the Moisture Problem 

The chartered banks in the prairie’ 
provinces have jointly -decgided to 
send through the mails ‘this spring. 
one hundred thousand circular letters. 
to farmers, urging tnem to do the 
necessary work to preserve the mois- 
ture in the soil. This is « step which 
has never before been taken in’ the 
history of banking in this province.” 
The message to farmers was prepared 
by the department of agriculture of 
Saskatchewan and it is intended as a 
last

ages of these circulars, with the best 
advice of experts in grain growing, 
will be sent to hundreds of branch 
bankS-and from these branches copies 
will be mailed to thousands of cus- 
tomers. Copies of the circulars will 
also be posted in many public places 
in the towns where the banks have 
these branches. } 

“There is no sentiment in‘ this pror 
posed action of the banks,” ‘said a 
leading banker. “Many thousands of 
grain growers in the prairie provinces 
owe money to the banks and we are 
naturally anxious that they should all 
; be in a position to pay this next fall.

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Use of Vaccines in Disease 
- peta by University of Alberta) 
r many years of studying bao- 
teria in a laboratory scientists have 
discovered that by growing bacteria, 
killing them i @ heat, and injecting 
them into the human body by means 
of a GSA ape pe Byringe they can 
Cause the blvod of that body to form 
& substance that will protect it from 
the disease which that germ would 
cause. This prepazation is called a 
vaccine and is used to prevent ty- 
hoid fever, It is also” used as a 
eatment for the disease. Many 
other bacteria are prepared in the 
same way and wil cure boils, erysipi- 
las and some forms of blood poison- 
ing. Dog’s distemper, which is due to 
a special microbe,.can be prevented 
and treated in a similar manner. 

There is another way in which dis- 
eases can be prevented and treated. 
If the poison found by bacteria is in- 

ected into a horse, a substance will 

e manufactured in its blood which 
will prevent the\aorse from taking 
the disease caused by these bacteria. 
If then somé~of the blood be drawn 
of and allowed to clot, the serum or 
watery part can be taken and. used 
to treat human beings. For instance, 
diphtheria anti-toxin is made by in- 
jecting a horse with, the poison 
formed by the diphtheria germ which 
has been grown in the culture tube, 
and thus we get from the horse with- 
out killing it the anti-toxin which 
every year ‘saves thousands of lives 
al’ over the world. 

A serum which is used to prevent 
hog cholera is prepared in much the 
same way. 

All this work has been done by 
scientists in the last fifteen years. 
Another fifteen years may see wiped 
‘out some of the diseases which have 
from the earliest period of the 
world’s history visitcd us as plagucs 
and caused sums of money to indiviid- 
uals and governments which might 
have been spent in giving us better 
health ‘and greater happiness while 
we lived.

British Battleship Rescues African 
Slaves From Arabs 

A letter received from Arthur Han 
kin, now serving as wireless operator 
on a British pattleship cruising off 
northeast Africa, describes the cap 
ture, in the Red Sea, of a large sail 
ing vessel engaged in carrying cap 
tured African natives to Arabia to be 
sold as slaves. The letter says, im 
part: 

“There was a large canvas lying in 
her bow, and when this was raised we 
found the front of the ship packed 
with slave women and little boys. 
The poor women were scared nearly 
to death. The glavers had told them 
we would cut off their heads if we 
caught them, and threatened to knife 
them if they moved under the can 


“We had to 10wer a boat and lift 
them into it, and then raise them in 
the boat on board. So weak and 
cramped were they that they could 
hardly stand. Some men and boys 
taken off were in much better condi- 
tion, although they had been chained 
in the ship eight days. The last two 
days they had bee. without food, The 
sailors from our ship had to pick 
them up bodily and carry them below. 

“When we landed, these poor peo- 
ple, after they had learned we were 
their saviors, fell down at the feet of 
the sailors and kissed their boots. In- 
stead of going into slavery they will 
be turned over to the convent and 
educated and then sent back to their 
native homes in Africa.”

Must Send Letters 
Through Post Office 


Ottawa, April 20.—It has been 
brought to the attention of the post 
office department that some business 
firms, desiring to avoid paying the 
war tax, have been making arrange- 
ments for the delivery of accounts, 
bills, circulars, cte., through means 
other than the post office. 

This is contrary to the postal act, 
and a warning is issued that the post 
oftice department will insist that the 
law be lived up to rigidly, and will 
not allow business firms to take any 
meéans of avoiding paying the wac 
tax.
